State Rural Areas 
Are Scene of Most 
Highway Fatalities 


According to statistics just re- 


leased by the Bureau of Highway 
Safety in Harrisburg, Pennsyl- 
vania lists 11 more traffic deaths 
for the first six months_of 1952 as 
compared with 1951, and 48 more 
than 1950. 
700 persons have lost 


their lives so far this year on the 
highways as compared with 689 in 
1951. , 


The figures indicate that. the 


rural areas continue to be respon- 
sible for the high death figures, 
the, urban areas showing a decided 
improvement. The report goes on 
to say that the most common vio- 
lation is excessive speed and reck- 
less driving. Being on the wrong 
side of the road is a minor cause, 
and being under the influence of 
intoxicants was given as the cause 
in three percent of the fatal acci- 
dents. 


"Inattention" to driving was al- 


so cited as the principal cause in 
about 80% of-all fatal accidents, 
the report saying that investiga- 
tion revealed that regardless of 
speed, many of the 
accidents 


would not have occurred if drivers 
had not allowed their attention to 
wander from, the task of driving 
for just the moment necessary to 
cause the crash. 


Mechanical failures play only a 


small part in the overall accident 
picture, the report says. Compul- 
sory semi-annual inspection of all 
motor vehicles is a great aid in 
this respect. 


One bright spot in the picture is 


that of the pedestrian. There are

from 
pedestrian 


accidents

Moscow JP—The Soviet Union's 


ruling Commun'st Party announc- 
ed today that it will hold its first 
party congress in 13 years on Oct. 
5 to give the party a sweeping 
reorganization and set up a fifth 
five year plan to increase Soviet 
industrial output 70 per cent by 
the end of 1955. 


The changes in party organiza- 


tion are provided in a new statute 
to be taken up by the congress. 


It is clear that the new Presidi- 


um of the Central Committee will 
have as much or perhaps even 
more importance than the present 
Politburo. 
It is also > conceivable 


that it will have much the same 
composition. 


However, not until after the new 


statutes are adopted by the com- 
ing 19th party congress in October 
and the election of the new Cen- 
tral Committee will the makeup of 
the Presidium be known. 


Under the new statutes, the Sec- 
retariat of the Central Committee 
apparently retains much the same 
functions as under the previous 
statutes, but the new Central 
Committee theoretically can make 
changes in this respect, too. 


The Politburo, deriving its pow- 


er theoretically from the Central 
Committee of the Communist par- 
ty, is in fact the ruling body of the 
Soviet Union, and thus of world 
communism.

Rep. Herman P. Eberharter of 


Pennsylvania, a ways and means 
Democrat, called the decrease in 
the probable take from corpora- 
tions "unexpected." He said his 
personal opinion had been that 
business tax receipts would have 
been somewhat higher than the 
January estimate of $27,800,000,- 
000. 
' 'The Budget Bureau's estimate 
of" government income has

rather consistently lower than ac- 
tual receipts in most recent years. 


In his new look at the budget, 


Truman figured that not only re- 
ceipts but spending and the year- 
end deficit are coming down. For 
the fiscal year -which ends next 
June 30, he lowered his estimate 
of .receipts from 71 billion dollars 
to $68,700,000,000; of expenditures, 
from $85,400,000,000 to 79 billion 
dollars; and of the deficit, from

most important item, accounting for 229 deaths in six

claimed 29 lives. In the 1951 period there were seven 
crashes with a death toll of 159.

Swordsmen Ike and Stevenson 
Have Yet to Draw First Blood

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — The dog days of August may be too early 
** to expect anything better. But the presidential campaign thus 
far has been largely a long-distance fencing match of glittering gen- 
sralities from both parties. 


Governor Stevenson came out of his White House call on President 


Truman and his cabinet with only the announcement that their plans 
would be announced later. This left the impression in Washington" that 
what they talked about was the weather and the soup — which are 
more or less indistinguishable — and the*hew decor of the White House. 


All the visit accomplished was to get the visitor from Springfield 


that far inside the executive mansion now, if not later. 


In Springfield, Governor Stevenson has crawled out on no limb 


further .than necessary to release a couple of trial balloons. This was 
done by having one of his aides reveal to the press that as of now 
the governor would1 use his influence to curb Senate filibusters and to 
try to find some way to enforce fair employment practices throughout 
the nation. 


The apparent attempt was to see what public reaction would be. 


But because the statements were so vague, the reaction was niL 
QENERAL EISENHOWER in Denver has pursued a slightly different 


course, though with the same effect. The general's press confer- 


ences and pronouncements have thus far been in such broad terms i 
that somebody else has had to come along later and say what he maant. 


At the Gallup, N. M., Indian pow-wow, the general told 10,000 


red men that they "must exercise their newly granted right of uni- 
versal suffrage to the lull as a demonstration of good citizenship." 
Somebody else came along later and interpreted this Indian language 
as meaning that they ought to get out and vote. 


The day before, at Denver, the general came forward with the pro- 


nouncement: "I would support and press for adoption of legislation 
designed to lighten the burden of the high cost of living on our senior 
citizens." 


There might be some interpretation that this meant the general had 


in mind selective price controls or a cost-of-living subsidy for the old 
folks. But Jim Hagerty, the general's new press secretary, was good 
enough to come out and explain for the boys that what he meant was 
increased old-age assistance payments under the Social Security laws. 
ft ENERAL EISENHOWER'S widely heralded huddles with John 


Foster Dulles on foreign policy have also been a trifle on the un- 


certain side. Dulles came out of one tw>-hour conference saying the 
general agreed with him "that the trend o* our present foreign policies 
i* to put our nation in the greatest peril it has been in during the entire 
course of our national history." 


The general reaction to this in Washington was that Dulles and 


Eisenhower should know. They both helped rcake those policies and 
carry them out, Ike in NATO and the ex-ambassador in the UN and 
the Pacific. 


This penchant for vague talk seems to have aiiec'ed some of the 


general's other callers. Thus a group of farm state senators and con- 
gressmen came out saying: "We know that General Eisenhower, with 
his family roots in our great farm country, is going to present positive, 
forward-looking farm policies during the campaign."

While the Chinese need Russian 


help, the Russians need the Chi- 
nese. Particularly if they want to 
expand communism in Asia and at 
the same time keep -the United 
States busy on two fronts: Europe 
and Asia. 


Yet, if the Russians attempted 


to aid the Chinese militarily on a, 
big scale, they'd be in a position 
somewhat similar to that of the 
United States: They'd be siphon- 
ing off supplies, as we do for our 
European allies. 


The Russians can't afford to an- 


ger the Chinese. If the latter broke 
with Russia and made peace with 
the West, Moscow's world position 
would be badly shaken. 


Such a break seems unlikely. 


The Chinese have their eyes on 
the rest of Asia. So long as Russia 
Is a threat in the west, the 
strength of the West is split In 
two. So is its ability to stop the 
Chinese. 


Yet, the Russians must have 


misgivings about the Chinese for 
the future unjcss they can find 
some way to reduce China to a 
puppet as they have done with 
Poland, Czechoslovakia and the 
other satellites. 


With a population of about 350 


million the Chinese now outnum- 
ber the Russians by about 130 mil- 
lion. But China is backward eco- 


nomically, militarily, and industri- j 
ally. 
i 


It will be years before China i 


can produce for war on the same i 
scale as Russia. Until then China j 
is not a full rival or threat to; 
Russian survival.

But in just a few, short years women have done such a good job 


of overcoming that "silly, masculine pride" a lot ot them are com- 
plaining that their husbands expect them to hold down a full-time 
job and do all the housework, too. 
WANTED MEN TO ACCEPT KIGHT TO WORK 
TN a way, it is rather strange that women didn't foresee the possi- 


bility that, if they finally persuaded men there was nothing wrong 


in a wife's holding down a job and earning a pay check, the men 
would in time come to expect them to do just that. 


And it is rather strange that they blame the men for such a normal 


reaction. What women wanted was for men to accept then- right to 
work after marriage, but not to expect it. 


But the change in the masculine attitude toward women working 


didn't stop at such a convenient point. 


And because it didn't, a lot of women today are holding down jobs, 


not because they still want to, but because their husbands have come 
to expect them to. 
It's a problem, all right. But it is one women brought on them- 


selves.

But the auto maker-may not want 
to wait until the original steel 
maker could fabricate the ingots 
into bars and sheets—especially if 
it has a long waiting list for fin- 
ished steel products.

mean the auto maker's plant is 
shut down in the meantime. And 


he finds it cheaper to pay more

Steel production this week will 


top two million tons for the first 
time since before the strike.
